Report  of  the  Sub-Gas  Committee  of  the  Urban  District 
Council  of  Padiham,  with  respect  to  the  trouble  at  the  Council's  Gas 
Works,  on  the  29th  and  30th  December,  1902. 

In  accordance  with  the  Resolution  passed  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Gas  and  Water  Committee,  held  on  the  8th  January  inst  :  the  Sub- 
Committee  have  held  three  meetings  upon  the  matters  referred  to 
the  Sub-Committee  for  enquiry,  and  have  interviewed  in  addition 
to  Lansbury  &  Easenby,  Mr.  Cooney,  Mr.  Altham  and  Middlesbrough 
(blacksmith),  five  of  the  employees  at  the  Council’s  Gas  Works,  who 
were  present  on  the  occasion  of  the  trouble  between  Lansbury  and 
Easenby  on  the  night  of  Monday  the  29th,  December  last,  and  after 
carefully  considering  the  statements  made  by  each  of  the  above 
mentioned  persons,  the  sub-committee  are  of  opinion  that  such 
statements  prove  ; 
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1.  — That  on  the  night  of  Monday  the  29th  December,  1902, 
Easenby  left  the  Gras  Work  at  about  9-80,  and  did  not  return  until 
11  o’clock,  that  on  his  return  Lansbury  spoke  to  him  about  his 
having  been  away  so  long,  whereupon  a  squabble  and  fight  took 
place  between  them,  during  which  Lansbury  appears  to  have  used  a 
great  deal  of  bad  language,  with  the  result  that  owing  to  Easenby  using 
offensive  remarks  towards  Lansbury  the  latter  directed  Easenby  to 
give  over  and  leave  the  Gas  Works. 

2.  — That  on  Tuesday  the  80th  December,  1902,  Easenby  went 
to  the  Gas  Works  with  Mr.  Cooney,  after  having  first  taken  certain 
steps  to  to  secure  the  attendance  of  Councillor  Murphy  and  the  Gas 
Manager,  when  Mr.  Cooney  gave  the  members  of  the  Sub-Committee, 
present  on  that  occasion,  to  understand  that  he  was  representing  the 
Gas  Workers’  Union,  and  upon  that  understanding  the  matter  was 
enquired  into  by  the  members  of  the  Committee  then  present,  viz  : 
Councillors  Roberts,  Jackson  and  Murphy,  when  Easenby  was  re¬ 
instated  and  all  matters  so  far  as  the  dispute  was  concerned  were 
arranged  satisfactorily  to  all  parties. 

3.  — That  Lansbury  understood  that  in  the  absence  of  the 
Manager  he  was  empowered  either  to  discharge  or  suspend  any  work¬ 
man  not  properly  doing  his  work,  and  says  that  he  is  to-day  only 
occupying  the  position  which  he  held  under  the  previous  Gas 
Manager,  and  that  the  Employees  at  the  works  have  always  under¬ 
stood  that  Lansbury  had  the  power  to  shop  or  discharge  the  men. 

The  Sub-Committee  therefore  find  : 

(a)  That  Lansbury  did  wrong  in  exceeding  his  duty  by  being 
the  aggressor,  but  the  Sub-Committee  consider  that  he  was  so  under 
great  provocation,  and  recommend  that  the  Gas  &  Water  Committee 
do  censure  Lansbury  for  such  conduct,  and  he  be  requested  to  send 
an  apology  through  the  Gas  [Manager  for  having  used  physical 
force  when  unnecessary. 
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( b )  Thai  Easenby  had  not  been  a  member  of  the  Gas  Workers’ 
Union  for  over  twelve  months,  and  that  Mr.  Cooney,  on  the  30th 
December,  1902,  made  misrepresentations  with  respect  to  his  being 
connected  with  the  Gas  Workers’  Union,  he  never  having  been 
connected  with,  or  recognised  by  the  Union,  either  as  an  official  or 
otherwise,  and  that  the  sub-committee  deprecate  the  action  both  of 
Easenby  and  Mr.  Cooney  in  resorting  to  such  conduct,  the  Committee 
always  being  read)  and  willing  to  listen  to  all  representations  from 
duly  constituted  organisations  of  labour,  concerning  matters  relating 
to  the  employees  under  the  Council. 


(c)  That  Lansbury  neither  has,  nor  has  had,  the  power  to 
discharge,  suspend,  or  take  on  workmen  at  the  Gas  Works,  but  the 
Sub-Committee  are  of  opinion  that  under  extraordinary  circumstances, 
in  the  absence  of  the  Gas  Manager,  a  man  in  the  position  occupied  by 
Lansbury,  at  the  Gas  Works,  should  have  the  power  to  suspend 
a  workman.

The 
number  of  inhabited  houses  is  2760,  giving  an  average  of  4*4  per 
house. 

BIRTHS 

Ts umbei  639.  Males,  176,  Females,  163.  (Illegitimate,  20), 
giving  a  birth  rate  of  26*95  as  compared  with  27*93  for  last  year. 
It  might  be  noticed  here  that  65  children  have  died  during  the 
year  undergone  year  of  age,  making  the  rate  of  infant  deaths  under 
one  year  to  1,000  births  into  191*74.  This  is  far  to  high  and  will 
be  referred  to  again  in  this  report.

106,  giving  a  death  rate  of  15*97  as  compared  with  20*40  for  last 
year. 

The  deaths  last  year  numbered  249.  The  average  rate  for  the 
last  two  years  is  18*18.  This  rate  is  too  high,  and  as  I  have 
mentioned  many  times  previously  I  consider  it  to  be  due  to  the 
large  number  of  deaths  in  children  under  one  year.  In  this  case 
exactly  one-third  ol  the  total  deaths  being  in  children  at  that  period.

The  deaths  of  children  up  to  5  years  of  age  total  96  which  is 
practically  half  of  the  whole  number  of  deaths  for  the  year. 

The  infant  death  rate  as  mentioned  above  is  191*74  as  compared 
with  219*94  for  last  year.  I  pointed  out  last  quarter,  that  I  con¬ 
sidered  this  to  be  in  great  part  due  to  the  too  constant  employment 
of  the  mothers  in  the  mill,  which  gives  rise  to  the  very  prevalent 
nursing  out  system,  &  also  that  a  great  proportion  of  the  mothers 
were  very  ignorant  as  to  the  feeding  and  nursing  of  their  children. 

During  this  year  35  deaths  are  recorded  as  due  to  *‘  Congenital 
Debility  ”  “  Convulsions  ”  and  “  Premature  Births.”  There  ought 
to  be  strict  regulations  with  regard  to  the  ^employment  of  women  in 
Mills. 

The  chief  causes  of  the  deaths  are  as  follows  Measles,  13. 
Scarlet  Fever,  3.  Whooping-Cough,  1.  Diptheria,  5.  Phthisis 
and  other  tubercular  diseases,  10.  Cancer,  5.  Chest  diseases,  36. 
Heart  disease,  20.  Congenital  Debility,  35.  Accident,  1.  Suicide 
1.  These  numbers  give  a  zymotic  death  rate  of  1*80,  and  a  death 
rate  from  Tubercular  Diseases  of  *81  as  compared  with  corresponding 
rate  of  1*63  and  1*72  last  year.  These  rates  are  by  no  means  high. 

Thirty-three  deaths  have  occurred  in  persons  over  sixty-five. 
Almost  all  the  deaths  from  Measles  were  due  to  complications.  The 
disease  itself  not  being  of  a  severe  type.  One  of  the  deaths  from 
diptheria  was  in  a  child  whose  parents  had  only  removed  to  this 
town  a  couple  of  days  before.  Two  others  occurred  in  a  house 
where  no  sanitary  defect  could  be  discovered,  nor  in  the  other  two 
cases  could  any  cause  be  assigned,  and  the  disease  did  not  spread 
from  these  partictlar  cases. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  reports  for  the  year  number  178.  Small  Pox  39.  Diphtheria 
13.  Membranous  Croup  2.  Erysipelas  14.  Scarlet  Fever  105. 
Typhoid  Fever  2.  Continued  Fever  1.  Puerperal  Fever  2. 
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Scarlet  Fever  continued  from  January  to  October  since  which 
month  there  has  been  no  report.  Fifty  eight  of  the  cases  were 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  two  of  which  died,  both  were  of  a  very 
severe  type.  Three  deaths  as  previously  stated  occured  iu  the  town. 
On  the  whole  the  parents  are  becoming  much  more  reconciled  to  the 
removal  of  their  children  to  this  institution,  but  some  are  strenuously 
opposed  to  it. 

SMALL  POX:— 

This  disease  was  reported  here  on  the  19th,  of  July  and  the  last 
case  of  the  first  out-break  was  reported  on  the  9th,  of  September,  32 
cases  occurred  in  all.  Another  case  was  reported  on  the  23rd,  of 
October  but  had  no  connection  with  the  previous  out-break. 

Another  case  was  reported  on  the  27th,  of  December  and  was 
succeeded  by  five  others  before  the  end  of  the  year,  making  a  total 
(since  the  first  report)  of  thirty  nine  cases. 

The  first  out-break  was  due  to  the  visit  of  a  Padiham  man  to 
Brierfield,  where  small  pox  was  at  the  time  prevalent.  This  case 
was  of  a  very  mild  nature  and  w-as  not  considered  to  be  small  pox, 
the  man’s  wife  however  contracted  the  disease  and  eventually,  their 
child.  The  woman  had  been  so  little  affected  that  she  followed  her 
work  in  the  mill.  Seventeen  cases  sprang  directly  from  the  room  in 
which  she  worked  and  the  remaining  fourteen  from  contact  with  one 
or  other  of  the  seventeen,  nine  of  the  fourteen  accurred  in  the  houses 
of  the  early  cases,  and  five  from  contact  outside,  one  in  particular 
from  assisting  with  some  infected  bedding 

The  October  case  came  from  Shaw,  the  man  must  have  had  the 
disease  before  he  left  there. 

In  like  manner  the  December  cases  were  commenced  in  the 
town  by  a  hawker  who  had  been  travelling  about  from  place  to  place, 
he  was  staying  at  the  time  in  a  lodging  house,  six  more  cases  rapidly 
succeeded  this  one. 
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The  inmates  of  infected  houses  have  been  quarantined  for  14 
days — oi’  longer  if  considered  neccessary — Vaccination  has  been 
offerred  to  them  and  performed  in  all  cases  where  consent  was  ob¬ 
tained.  Careful  disinfection  of  places,  bedding  and  clothes  has  been 
carried  out. 

With  regard  to  the  bedding  and  clothes,  I  would  mention  here 
again  that  this  matter  would  be  much  simplified  had  we  a  disinfector 
of  our  own. 

Sulphur  Dioxide  gas  has  been  used  for  the  houses  and  mills. 
The  Authority  has  now  also  procured  a  Formalin  pump. 

Of  the  thirty  nine  cases,  thirty  one  have  been  nursed  in  hospital 
at  Crown  Point,  eight  being  unavoidably  kept  at  home,  in  the  first 
place  on  account  of  lack  of  room,  in  fact  the  hospital  was  not  ready 
to  receive  them  ;  these  eight  cases  however  were  exceedingly  mild. 
There  have  been  two  deaths,  one  of  an  infant  of  eleven  months  old, 
and  the  other  of  an  adult  male  42  years  of  age.

VACCINATION 

Thirty  three  of  the  patients  had  been  vaccinated  m  infancy. 
Six  were  un vaccinated,  five  of  these  being  children.  In  no  case  had 
re-vaccination  been  performed.  Even  in  this  number  of  cases  l 
have  had  abundant  proof  that  vaccination  protects  the  young,  that 
it  modifies  the  disease  in  later  life,  and  if  it  has  been  performed  twice 
that  it  is  a  certain  protection. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  is  not  quite  what  it 
might  be,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  closet  accommodation  at 
many  of  the  older  houses,  the  pail  system  is  still  much  in  vogue,  and 
it  is  in  this  class  of  property  especially,  with  the  little  cramped 
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back  yards,  that  the  eon  version  from  this  system  to  the  Water 
Carriage  system  should  be  quickly  carried  out.  There  are  still  some 
of  the  old  ashpits  left,  these  ought  not  to  be  allowed.  It  would  be 
distinctly  advantageous  if  a  more  vigorous  house  to  house  inspection 
into  these  details  were  pursued,  and  for  the  Health  Committee  to  see 
for  themselves  as  they  are  reported.  Of  combined  closets  for  instance 
there  are  far  too  many,  and  the  matter  lias  come  up  frequently. 

The  Lodging  Houses  require  more  systematic  inspection,  and 
the  existing  regulations  with  regard  te  them  to  be  strictly  insisted 
upon.  Slaughter  Houses  are  private  and  no  complaints  have  been 
made  with  regard  to  them,  but  even  with  regard  to  these,  public 
ones  would  be  much  better  and  more  under  direct  control. 

The  Water  Supply  is  excellent. 

The  Sewerage  System,  in  the  main  is  satisfactory.  The  Des¬ 
tructor  effectually  disposes  of  the  refuse,  so  that  we  have  the  chief 
accessories  of  a  good  sanitary  system. 

The  Schools,  all  in  the  town,  were  closed  for  one  month  during 
the  Measles  outbreak.
